DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action 
under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has been 
reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 12/29/2010 has 
been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 61 and 62 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Yoshida et al (EP 1 ,213,778). 

Regarding claims 61 and 62, Yoshida teaches the cathode material is to be 
selected as appropriate for the electrode application, the type of battery, and other 
considerations. For instance, in a lithium ion battery, suitable examples include LiCo0 2 , 
LiNi0 2 , and Li x NiyM 1 -y0 2 wherein M can be manganese, and x is 0.05-1 .1 and y is 0.5- 
1.0 (pg 22, 0167-0170). 
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"[E]ven though product-by-process claims are limited by and defined by the 
process, determination of patentability is based on the product itself. The patentability 
of a product does not depend on its method of production. If the product in the product- 
by-process claim is the same as or obvious from a product of the prior art, the claim is 
unpatentable even though the prior product was made by a different process.", (In re 
Thorpe, 227 USPQ 964,966). Once the Examiner provides a rationale tending to show 
that the claimed product appears to be the same or similar to that of the prior art, 
although produced by a different process, the burden shifts to applicant to come forward 
with evidence establishing an unobvious different between the claimed product and the 
prior art product (In re Marosi, 710 F.2d 798, 802, 218 USPQ 289, 292 (Fed. Cir. 1983), 
MPEP2113). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-8, 42, 43, and 53-60 have been previously allowed in the allowance 
dated 9/30/2010. 

Claims 63-67 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
